HE Author thinks it right to inform the 
Reader that many of the following pages 
have been wrote between thirty and forty 
years, Through the unmerited mercy and 
love of my heavenly father my underſtanding 
was enlighened by his holy ſpirit in my youth, 
not only to ſee my own but the ſtate of all 
mankind, who by nature are children of wrath, 
pron? to evil, expoſed to many troubles and 
temptations, and deſtitute of power, without 
divine aſſiſtance, to help or deliver themſelves 
or to eſcape the many ſnares and baits the un- 
wearied enemy lays in their paths. That di- 
vine power and light which ſhine in the hearts 
of all men kindled in my ſoul living breath- 
ings, prayers and ſupplications unto the Lord 
for redemption and deliverance from under the 
power of darkneſs, that I might be brought 
into the glorious liberty of the ſans of God, 
It was the ſpirit of God that drew my ſoul by 
the cords of divine love to ſeek him while he 
was to be found, to call upon him while he 
was near; it was by this divine power I was 
enabled to ceaſe to do evil, and as I abode un- 
der its holy government, by it I experienced 
redemption, preſervation and ſalvation, and 
this teſtimony I bear to the childern of men, 
There is no other way to the father but by 
the ſon { the divine ſpirit), the way, the truth 
and the life, and the true light that enlighten- 
eth every man coming into the world: If 
man rebels againſt it he knows not the ways 
thereof; if he walks in it, obeys its holy diſ-

coveries, follow its leadings; this divine prin- 
ciple revealed in the centre of the ſou] will 
lead it out of all error and evil into all truth; 

yea, it will tranſlate it out of the kingdom of 
darkneſs into the kingdom of the ſon of God, 

which 1s righteouſneſs, peace and joy in the 
holy ghoſt. It is under the conſtraining in- 
fluence of pure love my mind travails for the 
welfare of mankind, that they may be hap- 
Py in time and eternity. 

In the beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth, and the earth was without form 
and void, and darkneſs was upon the face of 
the deep; a type of the natural ſtate of all 
men: the earth, the ground of the heart, is 
void, cannot bring forth any good fruit. And 
the ſpirit of God moved upon the face of 
the waters, and God ſaid “ Jer there be light,” 
and there was light (obſerve, before there was 
light the earth was void). God, who began 
che work, he who laid the foundations of the 
great deep, that ſer the earth upon its pillars, 
commanded the earth to bring forth graſs, 
the herb yielding feed, and the fruit tree 
yielding fruit after its kind, whoſe feed is in 
itſelf upon the earth; and 1t was ſo and fo it 
will be with man, the workmanſhip of his 
holy hands, as it is by the light, heat, and 
ration of the ſpiritual fun upon the ground 
(the heart) ; man brings forth good fruit, and 
as the natural ſun enlightens the whole crea- 
tion, in like manner Chriſt, the divine word, 
the ſun of righteouſneſs, enlighteneth every 
man coming into the world, and whoſoever 
follows the leading of the heavenly light ſhall 
become the children of the light and of the

Man was created that the wiſdom, righteouſ- 
neſs and power. of God might be reveal- 
ed in and through him. God ordained man 
by his wiſdom that he ſhould have dominion 
over his creatures which he had made, and 
gave him underſtanding to order the world 
according to equity and Juſtice, ſubject only 
to the wiſdom and government of the power 
of God, who gave unto man free liberty, with 
the power of election, power to chooſe, power 
to ſtand in divine wiſdom in the kingdom of 
light. The Lord God planted a garden, and 
there he put the man he had formed, and out 
of the ground the Lord God cauſed to grow 
graſs and every tree that is pleaſant to the ſight 
and good for food, the tree of life allo in the 
midſt of the garden (the ſoul is the reſidence 
of the ſpirit of life—keep thy heart with all 
diligence, for out of it are the iſſues of life 
and of death, of light and darkneſs), and the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil; and the 
Lord God commanded the man, ſaying, “of 
every tree of the garden thou mayſt freely eat 
(he was at liberty to eat of the tree of life and 
live for ever in the enjoyment of uninterrupted 
felicity), but of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil thou ſhalt not eat, for in the day 
thou cateſt thereof thou ſhalt ſurely die: -A 


day of trial was appointed him (which is al- 


lotted for all men), a help-mate (woman) was 
made for man, unto whom the ſerpent, the 
evil ſpirit, who was more ſubtle than any beaſt 
of the field addreſſed himſelf, and perſuaded 
her to eat of the forbidden fruit, which ap- 
peared to her good food, pleaſant to the eyes, 
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and a tree to be deſired to make one wiſe; and 
ſhe took of the fruit and did eat; and gave 
alſo to her huſband to partake with her, and he 
did eat. It is evident that diſobed ience and 
rebellion againſt the revealed will of God was 
the cauſe of the fall of our firſt parents, who 
were driven out of paradiſe from the preſence 
of God to till the ground, which was curſed 
for his ſake ; in ſorrow he was to eat thereof all 
the days of his life : by the diſobedience of 
one man death entered into the world ; man 
hungering after the ſpirit of this world, hun- 
gering aſter the fruit that was pleaſant to the 
eyes and the tree to be deſired to make one 
wiſe.

hadſt faid in thine heart, I will aſcend into 
heaven, I will exalt my throne above the ſtars 
of God, I will fit alſo upon the mount of the 
congregation in the fide of the north, I will 
aſcend above the clouds, I will be like the 
Moſt High. J/aiah, c. 14, v. 12. Here is a 
figure, a lively repreſentation of the ſtate not 
only of the firſt man, Adam, in whom all died, 
but alſo the preſent ſtate of his children. How 
is man exalted in pride! how does ſatan exalt 
his throne in the heart of man! It is evident 
that diſobedience to the voice of God was the 
cauſe of man's being driven out of the king- 
dom of heaven, of light; and by his obe- 
dience to the voice of the ſerpent (the devil) 
he became an inhabitant of the kindom of 
darkneſs: his children we are, to whom we 
yield ourſelves to obey. Thus, darkneſs pre- 
vailed

vailed over the light in the ſoul of man; 
altho' the light ſhined in the darkneſs, yet the 


darkneſs knew it not; man loved the darkneſs 


more than the light, refuſed the good and 
choſe the evil; God did not forſake man, but 
man forſook and turned from God; this was 
and is the cauſe that men are given up to a 


reprobate mind (it is not a ſecret” but revealed 


cauſe), plunged into a ſtate of alienation, of 
ſeparation from the preſence of God; but God 
who created man left him not 1n this miſerable 
ſtate, but in his adorable mercy and love viſit- 
ed him, ſtriving with him by his holy ſpirit, 
inviting, calling unto man to return ; yea, the 
ſpirit of wiſdom in all ages has called ſecretly 
in the centre of the ſoul return unto me, m 
beloved, turn at my reproofs and I will pour 
forth my ſpirit upon thee and make known 
my ways unto thee; my ways are ways of 
pleaſantneſs and all my paths are peace. The 
Lord has not only viſited man by his holy 
ſpirit, but allo 1n every age has raiſed up, 
called & ſent his ſervants & handmaids to invite, 
to call the children of men to return unto him 
with this gracious promiſe—that he would re- 
turn unto them, and receive them in the 
arms of his love; he would be their father 
and they ſhould be his ſons and daughters ; 
he would cloath them with his holy ſpiric and 
feed them with the bread of life; be their 
teacher, and lead them into green paſtures by 
the ſtill waters, and cauſe them to drink of the 
ſtreams of that river which makes glad the 
whole heritage of God. 

I believe this meſſage is from the Lord 
(thro' an illiterate contemptible inſtrument}, 
a call unto the inhabitants of this nation and

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city to return unto God :-Obey his holy voice, 
draw ntgh unto him and he will draw nigh 
unro you in ſpirit, and open unto you the 
fountain of living waters; his word, his ſpirit, 
ſhall be in your fouls a living ſpring ſpringing 
up unto eternal life, I have been conſtrained 
to ſpeak truth without reſpe& of perſons ; if 
I feek to pleaſe men I am not a ſervant of the 
Lord; may his bleſſin attend this labour of 
love. | 
I feel myſelf at liberty to relate that after 
I had wrote to leveral of the teachers and 
hearers, under the various names, a query aroſe 
in mymind - v\ 11] this be rejected? My mind 
« was overſhadowed with divine love. TI re- 
ce ceived for anſwer— Yea, it way by the wiſe 
« maſter builders, but my bleſſing ſhall go along 
« with it, | will make it ſerviceable in my hand, 
ce it is my determined counſel to viſit the child- 
ren of men wi h the ariſing of my word in 
ce their hearts, Which ſhall give them a more 
« clear diſcovery of the myſteries of the ſcrip- 
ce tures, that have been hid for ages.“ —It ap- 
pears to me a day of heavenly viſitation is ncar, 
wherein goſpel light will ſhine in its morning 
brightnels, the ſun of righteouſneſs will ariſe 
and diſperſe the clouds of error that ſpread 
over the underſtandings of the people, under 
the various names of papiſts, proteſtants, preſ- 
byrerians, independents, baptifts, &c. whoſe 
teachers (it appears to me , whoſe miniſters 
are moving in car thiy wildom; it was at this 
door the dark night of apoſtacy entered the 
chriſtian churches, and ſpread itſelf over many 
nations; the teachers turning from God, re- 
fuſing to ſubmit to the government of his 
holy tpirit, would not chat he ſhould rule and 
| reign 
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reign over them; the Lord did rot forſake his 
church but the teachers of the people forſook 
him; the fountain of living waters (divine 
wiſdom) they ſeparated from God, covered 
themſelves, and not with his ſpirit, took 
counſel and not of him; they flew the 
heir, the heavenly birth, that the inheritance 
might be their own; this is the way of the 
man of fin, the ſon of perdition.

It is evi- 
dent that mankind rejected the wiſdom that 
comes from above, which is pure, gentle, eaſy 
to be entreated, full of love and good works, 
and fell into the wiſdom that is from beneath, 
which is earthly, ſenſual and develiſh. It is 
evident that if the ſpirit of man ſubjects itſelf 
to the government of the ſpirit of God, it be- 
comes by its powerful operation leavened into 
its holy nature, as a branch in the vine par- 
rakes of its nature and virtue, bearing fruit; 
if man ſubjects himſelf unto the government 
of the ſpirit of this world, in like manner he

from him; this is the way men's underſtand- 
ings become darkened; by the God of this 
world they are given up to a reprobate mind ;

is of the devil (not of God, he is not the au- 
thor of evil, all evil ariſe from man). The 
apoſtle ſaw not only the approaching dark 
night of apoſtacy, but the caule alſo: the third 
part of the ſtars“ of heaven became darkened 
(thoſe ſtars that abode not in the ſtation ap- 
pointed by divine wiſdom); this points forth 
the ſtate of thoſe miniſters of antichriſt whoſe 
coming is after the working of ſatan, wich all 
power, ſigns & lying wonders, full of ſublety, 
of craftineſs to deceive thoſe who have not 
the ſeal of God upon their forchead, thoſe 
that have received the image of God (purity, 
holineſs, light and wiſdom); no enchantment

The ſhadows of the evening are flying away, 
the day, of ſalvation is approaching; come, ſaith 
the ſpirit unto thy ſoul, with me, my beloved, 
from the den of lions, and from the mountain of 
leopards (the lord has not appointed theſe beaſts 
of prey to be the teachers of his people or ſhep- 
nerds over his flock), come with me to the moun- 
tain of myrrh and to the hill of fankincenſe, to the 
mountain of the Lord and to the houſe of the 
God of Jacob, and he will teach us of his 
ways and we will walk in his paths, for his ways 
are ways of pleaſantneſs and all his paths peace.

the people at all. Let me appeal unto the witneſs which the 
Lord has placed in your hearts, yea, you that call yourſelves 
members ot the Eitabliſhed Church -M hat do know of the work 
0! regeneration; have vou witneſſed your minds to be redeem- 
ed trom iniquity ; are you fenüble your hearts are made clean 
by the word of the Lord; can you ſay, with the true be- 
ievers—we are nut of this world, but redeemed out of the 
world, and are beeome the ſervants of the living God? You 
call yourſelves members of the church of Chriſt, but you mult 
be made holy betore you can really be ſo. How do the fruits 
which you are daily bringing forth declare you are the ſervants 
of 
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of fin? for his ſervants you are to whom you yield yourſelves to 
obey. Examine and ſee how the caſe ſtands, tor in a little 
time and you muſt appear betore the judgment ſeat of Chriſt 
to give an account of your deeds done in the body, whether 
they be good or evil. Remember what has been promiſed for 
vou, that you ſhould renounce the devil and all his works, 
the pomps and vanities of this wicked world and all the finful 
luſts of the fleſh, and that you ſhould keep God's holy 
will and commandments and walk in the ſame all the 
days of your lives.

47 experience then are you chrittians indeed, and not in word on- 


Iy. Let me query v ith you again. Do you witneſs the life- 
viving preſence of the Lord in your aſſemblies when you meet, 
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as you ſay, to worſhip him? The holy Emanuel told his diſ- 
ciples that he would be with them unto the end of the world; 
he alſo declared that where two or three were met together in 
his name he would be in the midſt of them. If you do not 
witneſs this, then are you not chriſtians ; and you that call 
vourſelves miniſters, let me afk you a few things. Anſwer me 
in your own breaſts—from whence received 2 your com- 
miſſions to declare unto others the way of the Lord? have you 
heard his voice, or do you {peak without his command ? If this 
be your ſtate, then are you not true miniſters of Chriſt, & what 
effect has your preaching? Do not the people ſtill continue in 
fin? do not you yourſelves abide in darkneſs? How then can 
you be inſtrumental in the Lord's hand ? In leading others out, 
is it not as our Lord ſaid of a profeſſing people formerly, when 
he ſpoke of their teachers and told them they were blind 
leaders of the blind, and the conſequence was they both fell 
into the ditch ? Come, friends, let me tenderly entreat you to 
examine yourſelves by that light which ſome of you ſpeak 
lightly of. Do you ſpeak more to the people than what you 
know by your own experience to be true? It you do, that woe 
may juſtly be pronounced againſt you which was againſt ſome 
formerly, becauſe they ſpoke lies in the name of the Lord, 
when they ſaid the Lord liveth: this was a great truth, but 
they knew him not to live in them by experience, therefore to 
them it was a lie; and they were further complained of be- 
cauſe they ſtole their neighbours words, and ſpoke them as 
their own, Is this your practice? If it be, then are you not 
miniſters of Chriſt, neither will you be able to ſtand when 
your foundations come to be tried, except you repent and 
turn with tull purpoſe of heart unto the Lord and amend your 
ways. But I am afraid you will not be willing to part with 
your lives for Chriſt's ſake, and except you experience this, 
you cannot inherit the kingdom of God; the love of this 
world has gotten ſo much hold that it will be very hard for you 
to be diſentangled therefrom. Is not covetouſneſs to be found 
amongſt you, although you preach againſt it? Do you not, 
prepare war againſt thoſe that, from a pure fear of the Lord, 
cannot put into your mouths becauſe they fee you are not 
walking in the footſteps of Chriſt, and therefore are not true 

miniſters of him? It is not obitinacy that is the cauſe why 
lome reſuſe to maintain you, it iprings from another principle; 
it may be you will not or gannot believe; your eyes being 
blinded you are not ae to receive the truth, 
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May you conſider of theſe things, and let humility have 
place in your hearts; and deſpiſe nut what is here written, but 
Jook and ſee if things are not really as are laid to your charge, 
or rather queried ot you. If they be, then are you nv minit- 
ters of Chriſt, but of Antichriſt ; who are ſewing pillows under 
pe ple's arms, and are crying peace unto them and yourleives, 
to whom the Lord does not ipeek peace, but calls unto you to 
turn unto him with full purpote ot heart, and not deceive the 
people any longer. : | 

Friends, I have nothing but love in my heart for you all, but 
cannot fiatter yon; if 1 did, it would do you no good; you

TO THOSE CALLED 


INDEPENDENTS. 


OULD to God you were independent indeed of man, 

and that your dependence was alone upon the Lord for 

divine inftruction. The time is come, foretold by the prophet, 
that the law of God ſhould be written in the heart, that he would 
put his ſpirit in the inward parts; that there ſhould be no need 
for man to teach his neighbour, but that all ſhould be taught of 
the Lord that he would be merciful unto them and pardon their 
tranſgreſſions and remember their iniquites no more; that he 


would dwell in them, walk in them, be their God and they — 


ſhould be his people. Do you experience this prophecy to be 
fulfilled in you ? do you witneſs this in-dwelling of the ſpirit of 
God to redeem you out of all evil, cleanſe you from all fin, deliver 
you out of all temptation and teach you to unfold the myſteries 
of the kingdom of Heaven? The ſpirit of God diſcovereth the 
myſteries of iniquity, and maniteſteth the working of ſatan in all 
his appearances, although he may transform himſelf into the 
likeneſs of an angel of light, who may appear to fetch fire down 
from heaven in the fight of men. Think of this, you that take the 
office of teachers ; take heed leſt you be deceived, & thereby deceive 
others, when, in your warm zeal, in the exerciſe of preaching & 
praying, you may appear to be influenced by the fire of the word 
of the Lord, left it ſhould only be a fire of your own imagina- 
tions, blown up by the breath of your carnal conceptions, a 
great deluſion indeed, putting light for darkneſs and darkneſs for 
light. The word of God is to you—* ſtand ſtill,” and let the 


people renew their ſtrength, in the power of the ſpirit of God, 


who has promiſed that they that wait upon him ſhall renew their 
ſtrength, they ſhall mount upward as upon the wings of an eagle, 
they ſhall run and not be weary, walk and not faint. Remem- 
ber this, you honeſt-hearted ones that may go under this name, 
for I doubt not there are ſome of every name, of this number; 
to you, therefore, I ſay, wait upon God to be lead by F is ſpirit 
out of all error into all truth, for this is the experience of the 

followers 
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followers of Jeſus the Lamb of God. Come and follow the 


Lamb whereſover he leads: he it is that alone is found worth 

to looſen the ſeals and to open the book of life to your underſtand- 
ing: there is a ſpirit in man that inſtructs him in natural things, 
but it is by the inſpiration of the Almighty that a divine under- 
ſtanding is received. Remember, Chriſt came to his own, but 
they received him not, but to as many as received him he gave 
power to become the ſons of God, even to as many as believed 
in his name: wait upon him, in the ſilence of all fleſh, for divine 


wiſdom; you that are ſenſible of the want of wiſdom, aſk it of 


God, who giverh liberally and upbraideth none with his gifts. I, 
ſaid wiſdom, love thoſe that love me, thoſe that ſeek me early 
ſhall find me; I am the pearl of great price that lies hid in thy 
field, in thy heart; my value is above rubies; I am the hidden 
treaſure; ſeek me and ve ſhall find, and thoſe that find me 
find lite everlaſting. You may aſk—how are we to obtain ſuch 
precious riches? I will inform you, for the Lord has lighted his 
candle in my underſtanding, he has and he will reveal the myſte- 
ries of his heavenly kingdom unto babes & ſucklings, altho' he is 
hiding them from the wiſe and prudent of this world, for fo it 
pleaſeth him. 


But to return to you who are waiting at the gate of wiſdom to 
hear her voice: Go vou down into the valley of deep humilia- 
tion, there wait, there abide ; pray unto the Lord in ſecret to 
give you this divine gift, for every good aad perfect gift come 
from God, the father and fountain of light, who is the well- 
ſpring of all bleſſing, both ſpiritual and temporai.—He that heareth 
my words faith Chriſt (the wiſdom of God), and docth them, 
he it is that loveth me, and he that loveth me ſhall be loved of 
my father, I will love him and make mylelf manifeſt unto him, 
and we will come and make our abode with him. This is the 
way to obtain me, faith wiſdom, by keeping my holy command- 
ments, which are to love the Lord above all things, and thy 
neighbours as thyſelf, to do by others as thou wouldſt be done 
unto, and take delight to meditate in the law of the Moſt High, 
day and night.—Pray as one did formerly who was made enfible 
there was no way to obtain this gift except God gave it to him, 
and he prayed, ** O God of my fatherand Lord of mercy, who 
haſt made all things by thy word, and ordained man, thro* thy 
wiſdom, that he ſhould have 3 over the creatures whom 
thou haſt made, and order the world according to equity and 


juſtice, give judgment a and an upright heart, give me wiſdom that

divine heat from the heavenly ſun, ye ſhall ſhine in brightneſs in

perance and fortitude : this holy principle is the rock on which the 
children of wiſdom have bult in all ages; it is that divine word 
that John bore teſtimony unto, which was God, by whom all 
things were made that were made, in which was life, & this life 
was the light of men that enlightened every man coming into the 
world. Take notice of this, ye leaders, —every man coming into 
the world is enlightened with a divine light. I am, faith Chriſt, 
the light of the world, whoſoever believeth in me ſhall not abide 
in darkneſs, but ſhall ee the light of life. Do you believe this 
doctrine, preached by and under the influence of the ſpirit of wiſ- 
dom, under the diſpenſation of the law and alſo of the goſpel, 
whe ein the myſleries of grace and of the love of God are made 
known ? for as the law comes by Moſes grace and truth come by 
Jeſus Chriſt, who was the heavenly meſſenger of the new coven- 
ant, which the Lord is making with men; even as I wrote before, 
that he would write his law in their hearts and put his ſpirit in 
their inward parts: this is that divine unction the apoftle bore 
teſtimony unto, the holy anointing that teacheth all things; this 
principle is truth is nigh; there is no need for man to ſay in his 
heart —-who ſhall aſcend or who ſhall deſcend, or who ſhall go be- 
yond the ſeas to fetch Chriſt from thence ? for the word is nigh 
you, that you may both hear and do it.

at noon day.” Enquire at thle divine oracle within; for what is 
to be known of God is manifeſt in man, and whatſoever maketh 
manifeſt is light. Pray unto the Lord to lead you. Remember 


the experience of David, who ſaid, © the Lord is my ſhepherd, I 


ſhall not want, he cauſeth me to lie down in green paſtures, he 
leadeth me by the ſtill waters, he ſpreadeth a table for me in 
the wilderneſs.” Hear and obey, and your ſouls ſhall live. The 
good ſhepherd of Iſrael ſleepeth not by day neither ſlumbereth by 
night, he hears the cries of the poor and for the ſighings of the 
needv ſoul he will ariſe: let God ariſe, let God ariſe inthe power of 
the ſpirit in your hearts, then you ſhall experience your enemies 
to be ſcattered ; the hand of the Lord is ſtretched to gather you to 
be a people to himſelf ; ſubmit unto his forming power, be as 
paſſive clay in the hands of the heavenly potter, who will make 
you a veſſel of honour, which he will place in bis houſe ; and 
altho* he may, in his wiſdom, make ſome more honourable than 
others, yet all ſhall be of uſe ; believe not thoſe that tell you the 
Lord has made veſſels to deſtroy them; I ſay, believe them not, 
they ſpeak not the truth; the Lord hath made nothing in vain, 
much leſs may, the workmanſhip of his holy hands, whom he

formed to his praiſe; he made man upright, but he hath found 
out many inventions ; he gave him a law and power to obey and 
keep his commandments, which are not grievous but joyful to 
his children that love him ; he hath given him a meaſure of his 
good fpirit to inſtruct him; if mankind obey rhe voice of this good 
ſpirit they ſhall witneſs it to work in them every good work that 
1s acceptable unto God, The young man in Chriſt experienced an 
overcoming of the wicked one becauſe the word of God dwelt in 
him: it was by the aſſiſtance of the ſpirit of Chriſt that they were 
made more than conquerors. The Lord's hand is not ſhortened 
that it cannot ſave; I bear this teſtimony for the Lord, by a de- 
gree of experience; his power hath ſupported my ſoul under every 
trial, ſaved it under every temptation : when deep called unto deep 
then his hand divided the waters and made a path in ſea, ſaying to 
the waves—thus far ſhall ye come and no further. 

I write theſe tiuths as they preſent themſelves, not to the praiſe 
of the creature, for nothing belongs to man but ſhame and con- 
fuſion of face. Altho' many infirmities have attended and do 
yet attend, yet have we a holy high prieſt, who is touched with 
a feeling of the infirmities of man, who is alſo near by his ſpirit 
to ſupport ; who will not ſuffer any man to be tempted beyond 
he enables him to bear ; who will alſo make a way for the ſoul 
to eſcape. Temptaticn and tribulation are permitted, in the wiſ- 
dom of God, that man may be humbled, that he may know him- 


ſelf, know how frail he is, know his own infultdiene y, and that 


he might alſo experimentally know God's all powerful arm, that 
arm which was made bare for his people Iſrael, when the 
red ſea was before and walls on each fide, and iheir enemies pur- 
ſuing them; then did the Lord divide the waters of the red ſea 
and brought his people to the banks of deliverance, where they 
ſang praiſes unto him who is worthy of praiſe. "Theſe things 
are left on record of the wonderful power of the God of iſrael, 
tha: man might not deſpair in the time of deep trial, Remem- 
ber che affliction of Job and ſee the end of the Lord in it, you that 
walk in darkneſs and ſee no light; let your truſt be in the Lord; 
look unto him all ye ends of the earth and be ſaved, the Lord is 
as near his choſen ones in this day as in any age; his name, his 
power is a ſtrong tower, into which the helpleſs may run and find 
ſafety. I winite for your encouragement, ye honeſt hearted, what 
mine eyes have ſeen, what my ears have heard and what my hands 
bave handled, of the good word of God ard the power of the 
world to come; that your faith may not ſtand in the wiſdom of 
words but in the power of God, which is revealed, which is 
manifeſting 
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manifeſting itſelf ; the Lord will make himſelf known, he will 
ſet up his ſtandard, he will diſplay the banner of his love; come 
unto it and engage in the lamb's warfare; indeed, the life of a 
true chriſtian is a continal warfare, and the weapons of theſe are 
not carnal but ſpiritual, 1 thro' God to the bringing down 
the ſtrong holds of ſin, in diſarming the works of the devil. It 
was for this purpoſe that Chriſt was made manifeſt, that he might 
utterly deſtroy the kingdom of ſatan in the ſoul; for ſatan doth 
bear rule in the hearts of the children of diſobedience, thoſe 
that diſobey the known laws of God. Let no man deceive 
you, my friends; believe them not who are repreſenting the 
Lord to you as a hard maſter and auſtere man, that he reaps 
where he hath not ſown and gathereth where he hath not ſtrown; 
remember, this was the language of that faithleſs ſervant who hid 
his Lord's talent ; if this unbeliever had but improved the gift 
his Lord was pleaſed to beſtow upon him he would have receiv- 
ed the ſame anſwer of © well done” as he did who had ten 
talents. Take heed, I intreat you, that you hide not your 
Lord's talent in a napkin, in a profeſſion of religion. The 
Lord regards not the pretenſions of men; there are many 
pretenders in this nation, of all names, to the kingdom, that 
have no right thereunto. Remember what a ſtate you muſt 
be brought into before you can have any ſight: Except a 
man be born again of water and of the ſpirit he cannot ſee the 
kingdom of God.“ Except ye know a death unto fin and a 
new birth unto righteouſneſs ye muſt remain in darkneſs. 
Hear, you teachers among this people, take heed to your- 
ſelves leſt you be of the number ot the blind-guides who are 
leaders of the blind ; the conſequence thereof is that you will 
both fall into the ditch of error and deluſion. Be not angry 
with me for my plainneſs of ſpeech, I have nothing in view 
but your welfare, I write not for hire neither divine for money; 
but I have a teſtimony from the Lord to bear againſt hireling 
miniſters of all denominations, and to declare them miniſters 
of Antichriſt, who are making themſelves rich by their traffick 
upon the great waters (the people are the waters); theſe are 
of the world, and the world hears them ; but, triends, the 
end of my labour of love with you is, that you may be re- 
deemed out of the world, that you may no longer be conform- 
able to the world, but be transformed by the renewing of your 
minds: Itravail in birth with you until Chriſt be formed in you; 
that as you have borne the image of the earthly ſpirit you 
may allo bear the image of _ heavenly ; that your converia- 
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tions may be in all manner of holineſs; that you may become 
firſt fruits unto God, and thro' your obedience unto the diyine 
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* will become the children of God and be his choſen people. 
BY Thoſe are the choſen people of God, even from the foundation 
* of the world, that fear, love, adore and worſhip him, under 
Fr the influence of his own ſpirit; for this only is the worſhip that 
. is acceptable unto God, It is not he that runneth in his own 
* will, in preaching or praying, that will witnels divine ac-

antichriſtian heaven. What effect the ſtars in the firmament 
have upon the bodies and minds of mankind I moſt honeftly

Independents and Baptifts; all theie aſſume unto them- 
ſelves the title of the Church of Chritt, the Church of God. 
Let me appeal unto the teachers under thoſe names who have 
preſumed to take upon them the title ot Miniſters of Chriſt 
and Embaſſadors of God. What authority have you received 
trom him? what is the foundation, what evidence can you pro- 
duce, that you have received a commiſſion from God to have 
the overſight of his flock and family? do your fruits evidently 
demonſtrate, clearly maniteſt that you are his choten ſervants, 
called into and qualified by his ſpirit for the work of the mi- 
niftry? can you truly declare that the Son of God has given 
vom 2 commiſſion to go forth and teach in the name of the Fa- 
ther, Son and Holy Ghoft? that you have obeyed his com- 
mands given to his diſciples to wait until you ſhould be en- 
dued with power from on high? is your dwelling in this divine 
ſpirit ? are you moving under its divine influence? has the 
good ſhepherd put you forth into this ſervice, and gone before 
you? do you know his voice, and have you received his com- 
mands to ſeed his ſheep, to feed the lambs of his heavenly fold 
with heavenly food? Divine revelation of the will of God to 
man was and 1s the foundation of goſpel miniſtry; divine 
inſpiration is the ſpring from which the living waters (heavenly 
doctrines) flow: I] hoſe that drink of the water that I give” 
laith Chritt (the fountain of heavenly wiſdom), “ ſhall thirſt 
no more, but it ſhall be in them a well of living water, ſpring- 
ing up unto eternal life.” Do you experimentally witneſs 
theſe truths, ye miniſters, ye thepherds? Is divine love the 
ground of your miniſtry ? do you move under the conftraining 
influence of this divine principle? are you the prieſts of the 
Mott High God, offering upon his holy altar living prayers, 
C2 which 
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which aſcend as ſweet incenſe, a living ſacrifice, holy and ac- 
ceptable unto God? have you experienced an admittance into 
the holy of holies, making an atonement for the people by 
humble interceſſion to God for a bleſſing? are you the lights of 
the world—have you oil, heavenly oil, in your veſſels—do your 
lamps burn and your lights ſhine, giving heavenly light unto 
the beholders? are you the 1alt of the earth—are your words 
ſeaſoned with grace, adminiſtering grace to your hearers—do 
you experience-the heavenly falt (the virtue and power of the 
ſpirit of God) to preſerve your ſpirits clean and ſavory ? do you 
witneſs heavenly lite to abound in you? For this end was the 
holy Emanuel manifeſted, that mankind might have ſpiritual 
lite & that they might have it more abundantly. Do you honor 
God in your converſation and conduct, conſiſtent with his will 
and wiidom ? do you adorn your profeſſion in an innocent life, 
conſiſtent with the purity of the goſpel of the Son of God ? 
have you the witneſs in yourlelves that your ways pleaſe him ? 
doth the ſpirit of God bear witneſs to your ſpirits that you are 
his children, his ſervants, his miniſters, cloathed by his holy 
ſpirit with the mantle of heavenly righteouſneſs (not your 
own)? can you in truth ſay, the Lord is our righteouſneſs, our 
light, our teacher and feeder, our king and law-giver, our 
counſellor? This was and is the ſtate of the ſervants of God, 
theſe are the experiences of the true miniſters of Chriſt, anoint- 
ed and appointed by him; as they receive the divine gift freely, 
freely they miniſter unto others the ſame ; theſe go forth in 
their maſter's name; they that are of God heareth them. 
Theſe truths will ſtand upon record, whereby the preſent teach- 
ers may meaſure themſelves, and the eyes of the underſtand- 
ing of many ſhall be cpened (as truths revealed give light), to 
dittinguiſh between the true and the falſe prophets ; between 
thoſe that ſerve God and ſeek his honour, and thoſe that ſeek 
the honour of men and their own earthly intereſt ; between 
the miniſters of Chriſt and the miniſters of Antichriſt, 

J intreat the chriſtian reader to make uſe of that underſtand- 
ing given unto him of God, & ſearch diligently the holy ſcrip- 
tures, read the characters and conduct of true prophets ſent of 
God in his name power and wiſdom, and read and mark well 
the character of the falſe prophets, and pray unto the Moſt 
High to give thee a wiſe and underſtanding heart, that thou 
mayeſt truly behold the real ſtate and inward condition of the 
preſent teachers: there is a certain rule left to judge by, the tree 
is to be known by its fruits. Read the 34th chap. of Ezekiel 
and ſolidly conſider whether the practiſe of the preachers, 
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of the Eſtabliſhed Church and alſo of the Diſſenters, anſwers 
to the ſtate of theſe preachers againſt whom the true prophet 
was commanded to prophecy, and to ſay unto them, ** thus 
ſaith the Lord God unto the ſhepherds—Woe be to the ſhep- 
herds of Iſrael that do feed themielves.” This chapter is an 
execllent looking glaſs, wherein the enlightened eye may clear- 
ly difcover the very foundation of the pillars of antichriſt's 
kingdom, the miniſters, 

I verily believe Jam moving in the line of duty in labouring 
in the ability received from my Lord and maſter, who has 
ſtrengthened my hands to war and my fingers to fight againſt 
the kingdom of Babylon, againſt her ſtrong holds (her miniſ- 
ters) her high towers. Thus ſaith the Lord—* My hand, in 
judgment, ſhall be upon every fenced city, upon every high 
tower; every hill and mountain ſhall be brought down; yea, 
by the hreath of the mouth of the Lord, and by the brightneſs 
of his ariſing, Babylon ſhall be deſtroyed ; her merchants ſhalt 
mourn and weep bitterly, becauſe the people will buy of their 
wares no more; the appointed time of her deſolation draweth 
nigh; Babylon is become the habitation of devils, and the 
hold of every foul beaſt, and a cage of every unclean and hate- 
ful bird; come out of her, my people, that ye be not par- 
takers in her fins, that ye receive not of her plagues.” Read 18 ch. 
to 24 v. Rev,—Read and underſtand the works of God's ſpirit 
moving upon the ſpirits of his ſervants (his miniſters). 

« I law another angel fly in the midſt of heaven (under the 
influence of heavenly power, light and wiſdom) having the 
everlaſting goſpel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth 
and to every nation, kindred, tongue and people, ſaying, with 
2 loud voice, fear God and give glory to him, for the h ur of 
his judgment is come, and worthip him (and not man) that 
made heaven and earth, and the ſea and the fountains of 
water.” Rev. c. 14 v. 6, 7, 8. This is the voice of God un- 

to thee, reader; fear God (not man) glority him ; give not that 
glory unto man which only belongs unto God, for the hour of 
his judgment is come upon the great city. And there followed 
another angel ſaying, * Babylon is fallen, is fallen that great 
city; (mark the cauſe) becauſe ſhe made all nations drink of 
the wine (not of the kingdom) of the wrath of her fornication, 
and thereby are they leavened into the ſame evil ſpirit, in de- 
parting from the living God, from under the government of 
his living eternal power and ſpirit, revealed from God, and 
building a city in imitation of Sion, retaining a form of godli- 

nels, (but ſtrangers to the living virtue and power of an _ 
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leſs life). This great city, this falſe church, which is called 
by the voice of truth the great whore, paints herſelf like unto 
the bride; the true church, the lamb's wife, in all deceitfulneſs, 
and adorning herſelf with the beauty and majeſty, with the 
glory and appearance of the beloved fpoute, the church of 
God; thus the falle church, in imitation ot the true church, 
has appointed biſhops, prieſts and deacons, and theſe aſſume 
the name of minitters ot Chriſt, embafſſadors and ſervants of 
the moſt high God, cloathing themſelves in a particular manner, 
that they may be diftinguiſhed from the reit of mankind, yea, 
from the head unto the tail, from the Pope thre? all the regions of 
the churches of Rome & England, thro' the iuburbs of Babylon, 
Ime in the Preſbyterians, Independents & Baptiſts. I may contets 
that under this dark (black) appearance there appears to me to 
be the leaſt deception ; the inward ſtate of the minitters of an- 
tichriſt correſpond unto their outward garments ; as they can 

roduce no proof trom ſcripture that the true prophets, Chriſt 
and the apoſtles, cloathed themſelves in this manner, I con- 
clude it is an imitation either of the prieſts of Baal (who wore 

articular garments) or of the 1dolatrous prieſts, the worſhipers 
of the heathen gods. Bear with me in my plainneſs of ſpeech, 
which is without diſſimulation. I labour in love, it it pleaſe 
the Lord to make me inſtrumental in his hand, to open the 
eyes of the blind that they may no longer be led by the blind, 
the dark ipirit of unenlightened man, which is truly called the 
image of the beaſt (the devil). Read the ſtate of theſe idola- 
ters: - It any man worfhip the beaſt and his image, and re— 
ceive his mark in his forehead or in his hand, the ſame fhall 
drink of the wine of the wrath of God.“ Revel. c 14, v. 9 & 10.

the Power to obſerve them, and thereby of working out 
your own Salvation ? Wherefore, renounce with all your 
Heart, and Soul, and Strength, ſuch groundleſs and deftruc- 
tive Doctrine, believing it to be the tame of which the Pro- 
phet ſpeaketh, when he faith, They hatch Cockatrice Eggs, 
and weave the Spider's Web; he that ea eh of their Eggs dieth, 
and that which is cruſhed breaketh out into a Viper.

the inhabitants of antichriſt's kingdom. Divine light diſcover-

It 
is likely the language of ſome may be unto me like one for- 
merly—** Art thou he that troubleth Itrael ; unto whom I 
give the like aniwer—* I have not troubled Ifrae , but thou 
2nd thy tather's houte, in that you have fi r{iaken the command- 
ments of the Lord, and have followed Balaam“. 1 Kings, c. 18. 
V. 17, 18,—* Hearken unto me, ye men ot underſtanding; far 
be it from God that he ſhould do wickednets, and from the 
Almighty that he ſhould commit iniquity ; tor the works of man 
mall be rendered unto him, and cauie every man to find ac- 
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cording to his ways; yea, ſurely, God will not do wiekedly, 
n ither will the Almighty pervert judgment. Jeb c. 24. 
9. II, 12,-+< It is man that has perverted and turned his face 
from God; God ordained man thro? his wiſdom that he thoul1 
have dominion cver the cr-atures which he had made, and or- 
der the world according to equity and juſtice, & execute judg- 
ment with an upright heart. V. of Sol. c. 9g. v. 2, 3. This 
was the ordination ot divine wiſdom, tor man to do good (not 
evil); it is evident that evil originates not in the wiſdom of 
God; it is in another 8 although man had power to 
ſtand in the counſel of the Holy One, he had the liberty of 
choice, the power of election in Iimielt; good and evil, light

phet : the remedy is in God, who, in his mercy and love, called 
unto man- Where art thou? God ſaw every thing that he had 
mad., id ehoid it wa very z00d.—Ye unbelievers, ye falſe 

ror ets, into whom a lie oath entered, 1] charge you, in the 
fear and dread of him who made men jor the purpoſe of his 
glory,

glory, that ye no longer fin againſt him, or blaſpheme his holy 
name, neither wickedly impeach his goodneſs, or loving kind- 
nels, or mercy towards man, his beloved offspring; he is our fa- 
ther, we are his children.

law and not walked in my ſtatutes. My mind was covered at 
that time with a ſenſe cf divine love, I yielded obedience 
unto the command of my Lord & good maſter, & delivered in a 
teſtimony unto the Monthly Meeting of the City of Norwich“ 
that I did not corfider myſelf any longer a member amongſt 
them, neither could have any unity or religious fellowſhip with 
them as a people: herein I experienced peace. I ſaw no peoplethat 
] could join with in religious ſociety; my ſoul was reſigned unto 
the will of mf God, | waited upon him for light & wiſdom to direct 
my ſteps agreeable unto hi» holy will. I found upon my heart to 
viſit a people under the name of Baptiſts, in Ber-ſtreet,F who re 
ceived my viſit with good will, expreſſed great unity with the 
teſtimony the Lord gave me to bear amongſt them; but their af= 
fectionate expreſſions were too much for their teacher to bear, a 
Jealouſy crept into his mind, not that I ſhould ſhear or fleece his 
flock (the poor ſheep had very little wool left upon their backs 
after the ſhepherd had performed the operation upon them), 
but that their attention would be drawn from him. It 
would be well forall this flock to attend unto the voice of the 
good ſhepherd, and follow him who leads his ſheep into green 
paſtures ; the Lord will take his lambs out of the hands of the 
idle ſhepherd & feed them himſelf.—To :eturn. After my ſervice 
was over in this place I found my mind drawa to pay a religious
